The City Clerk: This is a special 
meeting of the Board of Commis- 
sioners for the express purpose of ap- 
proving the 1954 Budget of the City 
of Newark. 


Commissioner Franklin: Mr, Mayor, 
as I understand it, this is a meeting 
for the tentative approval of the bud- 
get subject to any alterations within 
ten percent up or ten percent down 
before the public hearing, is that 
correct? 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You could 
go up ten percent or come down ten 
percent, but it will require re-adver- 
tisement. But that has never occurred 
in the past within my exp “rience. 


Commissioner Franklin: Within ten 
percent you do not have to advertise, 
do you? 


Mayor Carlin: That is right. 


Commissioner Franklin: According 
to the report of the meeting we had 
yesterday with respect to our con- 
ference with employees and their rep- 
resentatives, it would indicate that the 
consideration of the salary question 


was pretty much at an end. We left 
that conference with the understand- 
ing that we would talk again with the 
employees and their representatives to 
let them know what our decision 
would be before it became final. It 


“would seem to indicate to me there

were going to be no salary increases 
for those not already granted. That is 
the way I interpreted it. 


Mayor Carlin: We are approving 
this tentative budget without increase. 


Commissioner Franklin: In other 
words, the consideration of salaries is 
still open to this Commission? 


Mayor Carlin: Anything is open. All 
the items are open. 


Commissioner Franklin: I know they 
are, but I am speaking with respect to 
the salary inereases. 


Mayor Carlin: Everything is open. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: Certainly 
everything is open. That is the pur- 
pose of waiting twenty-eight days for 
the hearing. 


Commissioner Bontempo: When are 
we going to have another get-together 
in conference of this City Commis- 
sion?

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Mayor Carlin: When is the last 
date? 


The City Clerk: We have until the 
twenty-first of March, but I think we 
should have it around the first of 
March in order to get the advertise- 
ments in. If it is over ten per cent, I 
would say it should be about the first 
of March. Give us a chance to adver- 
tise and set a hearing, if you want to 
adopt it by March sixteenth. If we 
work backwards from the twenty- 
first of March, which would be the 
dead line, we need ten days’ notice of 
advertising of the amendments. That 
would be March eleventh. And that 
would be awfully close. I would say 
the first week in March. In accordance 
with this ordinance, we have sched- 
uled this for the sixteenth of March. 


Mayor Carlin: Well, ten days before 
that is the sixth of March, and you 
want to have your hearing in ample 
time for us to make amendments. So 
I would say the first of March. 


Commissioner Ellenstein: You could 
make any change up to the time you 
adopt your budget. It may or may not 
require readvertising. If it is above 
ten per cent, then we have to re- 
advertise. 


Commissioner Franklin: I think we 
ought to have a conference of this 
Commission early enough so that the 
public would be informed. 


Mayor Carlin: Personally I don't 
know why at this late date you are 
asking questions in the manner that 
you are. We have handled this up to 
now. The conferences have been called 
and we agreed, and I say that the 
newspapers, the story they carried in 
both newspapers, was factually cor- 
rect. Because we are approving’ a ten- 
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tative budget this morning. And we 
agreed to meet with the representa- 
tives of the employees before the pub- 
lic hearing, to give them our decision, 
isn’t that what we agreed upon? 


Commissioner Franklin: That is cor- 
rect, and then we are to have a con- 
ference between ourselves, before that 
time.

There are some profes- 
sional people here and they would like 
to be heard on it, so that they will not 
have to come back again. We could 
hear them now and continue the hear- 
ing for two weeks. 


After several individuals were 
heard, further action on the ordinance 
was deferred to March 17th.

Reginald Parnell spoke in behalf of 
Mary K. MeDonald superintendent of 
" the Convalescent Hospital The or- 
dinance was passed on third and final 
reading.

Mayor Carlin: Is there any citizen 
who desires to be heard on this or- 


dinance? 


Mr. Robert A. McKinley, Mr. Ward

representing the Laundry Industry 
appeared and spoke in reference to 
Paragraph 25, Section 1, dealing with 
delivery and pick up by Launderettes. 


Mr. J. Darrel Zink, representing P. 
Ballatine and Sons, submitted ob- 
jections to restrictions limiting use in 
Areas 2, 3, and 4. 


Mr. Francis J. A. Horey, urged cer- 
tain changes in the Forest Hill Sec- 
tion from Ist and 2nd Residential to 
permit occupancy by two or more 
families. 


Mayor Carlin: Members of the Com- 
mission, I have received a report from 
Mr. Rinaldi the executive secretary 
of the Planning Board, and on the 
last page, page 7, certain recommend- 
ations are made. One, change the 
north side of Chestnut Street from 
Van Buren to Adams to 1st Industrial, 
which is the present zoning ordinance 
now. That the east side of Mt. Pleas- 
ant Avenue be 3rd Business. These 
things or recommendations were made 
after examining the transcript of the 
first hearing of March 17th. They 
also recommend that the area between 
Broad Street and Broadway up to 
Bloomfield Place be in 4th Business. 
That Park Avenue between Mt. Pleas- 
ant Avenue and Clifton be 2nd Busi- 
ness and of eourse the block bounded 
by Ferry Street, Freeman Street, 
Fleming Ave. and Christie St. be 3rd 
Industrial in line with the request of 
P. Ballantine and Son. There is a 
recommendation that the definition of 
“family” be amended to read “a limit- 
ed number of people who are not re- 
lated” to live as a unit in first resi- 
dential. I want to point out that in 
my opinion that we should adopt the 
ordinance as it is presently prdposed, 
and that a family be considered where 


they are related. My recommendation 
is that we adopt the present proposal 
rather than amend it. Of course the 
definition of launderettes should be 
amended to permit an attendant to 
wash clothes in the absence of a 
customer, 


Mr. Rinaldi: The proposed ordin- 
ance provides that “a family is one 
or more persons who live together 
in one dwelling unit and maintain a 
common household, and who are re- 
lated by blood, marriage or adoption. 
For the purpose of this ordinance a 
family includes a husband and wife, 
son, son-in-law, daughter, daughter- 
in-law, father, father-in-law, mother, 
mother-in-law, brothers and sisters, 
grandparents, grandchildren, step- 
child and adopted children, and bona- 
fide family servants sitting in and 
working full time on the premises, 
provided however that in no event 
shall the total number of persons 
comprising a family exceed 1 person 
per room in the dwelling, exclusive 
of some porches. This limitation as 
to room requirement shall not comply 
where the premises are occupied sole- 
ly by the parents or parent and the 
children thereof." 


Commissioner Bontempo: I would 
like to make this observation. I think 
that a great deal of working has 
gone into the preparation of this or- 
dinance, and I think that Mr. Rinaldi 
particularly with the Committee that 
worked with him, have done an ex- 
cellent job under very trying circum- 
stances, and I think that he and his 
committee are deserving of the com- 
mendation of this Commission for the 
work that they have done. 


Mayor Carlin: Will someone then 
move these amendments, 


Commissioner Bontempo: I move 
the changes on the map be made 
as follows: that number one, the north 
side of Chestnut Street from Van 
Buren Street to Adams Street be 
changed to first Industrial. Number 
two, the east side of Mt. Pleasant 
Avenue between Third Avenue and 
Oriental Place be changed to third 
Business. Number three, the area be- 
tween Broad Street and Broadway up 
to Bloomfield Place be placed in 
fourth Business. Number four, Park 
Avenue from Mt. Pleasant Avenue 
to Clifton Avenue be zoned for sec- 
ond Business. Five, the block between 
Ferry Street and Fleming Avenue and 
Freeman Street and Christie Street 
be changed to third Industrial area. 


Commissioner Bontempo moved that 
Section 1, Par. 25 be amended by sub- 
stituting in lieu thereof the follow- 
ing: 


Section 1, Paragraph 25: “Laund- 
erette" also described as automatic 
wet wash business. Án establishment 
only for the washing and drying of 
clothing brought in by the customer 
and in which such washing and drying. 
is performed with the use of me- 
chanical equipment, and for which a 
fee is charged. No pick-up or delivery 
by the management or others in con- 
nection therewith is permitted. 


Mayor Carlin: Does anyone wish to 
be heard on this amendment? 


Mr. Robert A. McKinley, Mr. Har- 
old Buchelew, Mr. Ward Freeman, 
representing the Laundry Industry 
spoke and indicated no objections to 
the pick up and delivery by Laund- 
erettes. 


Commissioner Bontempo moved. that 
Section 8, Paragraph 2 be amended 
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by adding thereto a new section 
designated as Sub-Section J as fol- 
lows: 


“Section 3, Paragraph 2, sub-sec- 
tion J” 


J. Physicians and Dentists are per- 
mitted to use their residence also for 
medical and dental offices for their 
own use.”
